‘‘Lasi year, we were able 
to show a saving of three 
cents per loose box or $21. per 
ear. on all fruit sweated,’’ de- 
clared Major J. F. Hamilton, 
association manager, referring 
to Jemons in the presentation 
ot fis avnual report. ‘‘This 
year, we are able to report 4 
further saving of nearly 4 
cents on all fruit handled. 
his means a reduction on the 
pay roll of from $15 to $40 
for each working day. 


Saving by New Belt 

‘-This saving has been et- 
fected by the installation of 
the sorting and packing belt. 
This type of equipment has 
been brought to its present 
stage of development by the 
Mountain View Fruit Associ- 
ation and, because of its re- 
markable success in this house, 
it is being adopted as stand- 
ard equipment to replace the 
tray system by all leading 
lemon houses, not only in this 
district, but in many others 
as well.”’ 

With the belt system, the 
number of employees necessary 
to get the fruit to the pack- 
ers is materially reduced. The 
fruit is first dumped onto a 
broad belt at the head of the 
large packing rack and by 
expert sorters is diverted onto 
other -belts, according to qual- 
ity or grade, and these belts, 
moving at different speeds; 
carry the fruit direct to the 

packer. 

vA total of 43,435 > packed 
boxes or 10814 carloads -of 
lemons shipped by the Moun- 
tain View house during~ the 
past year brought a return of 
$106,332.59 or an average of 
$2.45 per packed box. Oranges 
shipped by this house totaled 
51,680 packed boxes or 129 
ears, which brought a return 
of $111,968 or an average of 
$2.1614 per packed box. This 
makes a total of 95,115 pack- 
ed boxes or 23714 earloads of 
citrus fruit shipped by this 
house, bringing a return of 
$218,233.59.

PROPOSAL 


Supervisors Inspect Site and 
Call in Advisory Committee 
to Consider It at Meeting 
Next Monday 





Another courthouse site pro- 
posal, the offer by a group of 
property owners and real es- 
tate interests to purchase and 
donate to the county half of 
the block on E street between 
Tenth, Eleventh and Stoddard 
streets, San Bernardino, was 
presented to the Board of Su- 
Raryisor s yesterday. 

‘By accepting the proposal, 
the syndicate : representatives 
d elared, the county will in- 
eur no expense in securing the 
site, the only stipulation be- 
ing that the county condemn 
the property for public use, 
the syndicate paying the price 
for the site as fixed by the 
eourts, 

Proposal to Be Written 

At the request of W. G. 
Russell, Sam O. Ferguson and 
J. W. Catick, the supervisors 
inspected the site and later in- 
structed the syndicate to sub- 
mit its proposal in writing. Ad- 
niittedly interested in the pro- 
position, the supervisors called 
a conference with the Court- 
house Advisory Com: uittee, 
eomprising 25 citizens of the 
county for next Monday when 
the proposal will be discussed 
publicly. 

The site is seven blocks 
north of the present court- 
house in the city’s residential 
district. It has. a_ 638-foot 
frontage on E_ street, north 
from Tenth street and extends 
to Stoddard street, 300 feet to 
the east. The syndicate rep- 
resentatives declared that, in 
their opinion, the“site could be 
purchased for approximately 
$60,000. At such a price the 
E street frontage would have 
to be purchased at considera- 
bly under $100 per front foot. 
There is some doubt expressed 
that this could be done.

But a business enterprise must return enough money to 
its owners to pay more than the operating expense or in due 
season its death knell is sounded. Growing, packing and ship- 
ping of citrus fruit from California is today a success and it 
is a success because of the leadership of the Exchange. Mar- 
keting of citrus fruit by the Exchange, taken over five-year 
periods, is not a success and won't be until the Exchange of- 
ficials determine that the grower member must receive ade- 
quate compensation for his fruit. 

For twenty-five years it has been the sport of Southern 
California growers through the Exchange and independent 
marketing concerns to shoot fruit at the markets until those 
markets died, and then when they were dead as indicated by 
red ink returns, they laid low a week or two until life seemed 
returning and once again shot from Southern California in 
train-loads that the market once again might be rendered | 
unconscious. 

Once in about every five years unusual returns come to | 
the growers, not because of the. growers’ marketing agencies, | 
but because the Lord Himself enters in and so curtails the | 
produetion of fruit that it is impossible to shoot enough fruit | 
at the market at one time to kill it.

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Geological Discoveries 


XPLORATIONS in northern Alaska, the expedition down 
I the Grand Canyon of Colorado, discoveries of what are 
believed to be commercial deposits of potash in Texas 
are some of the accomplishments cited by the director 

of the Geological Survey in his annual report for the past 
fiscal year made to the Secretary of the Interior. During the 
year geologic surveys were made by the field men of this 
scientific bureau in 44 states and Alaska, while at the same 
time 215000 square miles were covered by topographic surveys 
in various parts of the United States, including Alaska and 
Hawaii, all of them surveys of great economic usefulness but 
of the value of which, sad to relate the major portion of the 
publie is profoundly ignorant. Air-route maps of more than | 
100,000 square miles were also compiled by the Geological | 
Survey for the army aid servi¢e, many million acres of land 
were classified as to their mineral or non-mineral character, 
the flow of streams was measured at 1700 gauging stations all 
over the country to determine their value for power, irrigation 
and other purposes, a large amount of investigation and study 
was devoted to the mineral resources of the country, and 
many chemical analyses were made of rocks, minerals and ores.

WN MEXICO 


Back from a trip far below 
the Mexican border at a road- 
house where a suspect resem- 
bling Harry O. Baker, the ac- 
cused slayer of James Winn,

Shay returned yesterday, un- 
suecessful in his latest  at- 
tempt to capture the indicted 
murderers.

ing, was in hiding at the

other power. shortage in Sou- 
thern California, even allow- 
ing for a 100 per cent increase 
in population, is the prediction 
of Power Supervisor Butler in 
his report on power curtail- 
ment activities during the 
summer drought. The “report 
also reveals that little or no 
damage to crops resulted from 
the shortage, due to the ef- 
fective curtailment program 
for distributing power where 
most needed. The curtailment 
period lasted from June to 
november. 

Reason for the surprising 
success of ranchers and or 
chardists, which literally was 
in spite of the curtailment, was 
due, Mr. Butler’s report de- 
clares, to the allocation of 
what available power there 
was by the California Farm 
Bureau under A. J. Deuel. Ac- 
cording to the report, brancit- 
es of the bureau were estab- 
lished in each agricultural 
community. 

Power Is Distributed 

Ly distributing available 
power to certain ranchers at 
different hours, principally - at 
night, ‘‘peak loads’’ were elim- 
inated and the minimum of 
recessary electricity given to 
each user. 

The report states that the 
average curtailment observed 
during the shortage through- 
out the affected territory—that 
which was served by seven 
power companies—was 20 per 
cent. For six weeks, however, 
small municipalities in Los An- 
geles, Orange and San Ber- 
uardino Counties found them- 















«Selves observing a 100 per ecerit 
curtailment in street lighting. 
Although some few argued 
that the moon was bright 
enough this order was aban- 
doned asa public safety meas- 
ure, Mr. Butler explains. 

Motion picture theatres ob- 
served a 40 per cent reduction 
in power, and the  Pacifis 
Electric 16 per cent. 

Had the power curtailment 
program not gone into effect 
in June the report declares 
that by August users of elec- 
tricity’ would have been in 
half-darkness and still would 
be at this time. This was due 
to the fact that one-eighth of 
noraml snow precipitation fell 
in territory where stored wa- 
ter was atcumulated. As a 
result of the drought demands 
jumped 50 per cent for power 
in order to pump water for 
| irrigation that normally would 
have been supplied by rain. 

Rains Relieve Situation 

Mr. Butler was appointed 
power supervisor to be assist- 
ed by M. P. Lewis on June 23 
by the Railroad Commission. 
On November 10 an official or- 
der was issued which aban- 
doned the curtailment period. 
Early fall rains and the com- 
pletion of the first unit of the 
Southern California Edison 
Company’s steam . generating 
plant at Long Beach made this 
possible. : 

Now Mr. Butler predicts 
that there will never be an- 
other power shortage in Sou- 
thern California as facilities 
are available which can with- 
stand a drought and 100 per 
cent increase in population.

No trace was uncovered, how- 
ever, and Sheriff Shay and 
his officers drove to Warner’s 
ranch, in the so-called ‘‘back 
country’? and cattle ranges. 
Ranchers were notified to keep 
a watch for the suspects.

Approximately 70 percent of the 
California orange crop is shipped 
by the California Fruit Growers 
Pxchange, which is considerably 
less than one-half of the oranges 
sold in the markets of the United 
States and Canada, the balance 
being furnished by Florida, Porto 
Rico and elsewhere. Our great 
problem, therefore, is to distribute 
our share of the fruit in the face 
of enormous competition. The pro- 
duction in California is steadily 
increasing, while in Florida the 
increase is enormous. It is es- 
timated that in five years they 
will be producing 50,000,000 boxes 
per annum, as against about 20,- 
000,000 at present. 

In face of the vast quantity of 
fruit to be sold, the matter of the 
proper and intelligent distribution 
of our output now assumes an im- 
portance much greater than ever 
before, and is agitating the minds 
of all important shippers.

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GRAPE SHIPMENT 


°° SEES NREASE 


Against 55,348 cars of grapes 
shipped last season California, on 
Nov. 14, had reached the 54,086 
car-point with some. cars yet to 
go. Total production was 70 per 
cent on table stock, but ship- 
ments were far heavier than nor- 
mal. This was due to the earlier 
opening and earlier closing.- Last 


season several hundred cars were 
shipped during December. This 
year the season practically closed 
in November. Taking date for 
date for comparison California 


moved 54,136 cars this 
against 50,500 last year. 

C. E. Schultz, in charge of the 
federal crop reporting service, is- 
sued his season’s report last week. 
It id filled with interesting data. 
There was no car shortage this 
season, a .series of losses came 
last year due to car shortage. The 
delayed opening of the eastern 
grape season helped the California 
deal. Of the 180,000 tons of raisin 
grapes, about 50,000 tons were 
shipped, helping raisin grape 
growers, but on the other hand 
hurting juice and table! grape grow- 
ers and shippers by helping to 
overload the markets. While qual- 
ity was better than last year, 
there was a lower standard on 
packs. ° 

The big point brought out in the 
report is that growers were help- 
ed by the speculation, due to the 


year 






short crop. The bearing acreage 
in 1924 was 25 per cent greater 
than in 1923. From 127,000 acrés 


350,000 tons of juice grapes were 
produced, an average yield of 
5500 pounds per acre against 528,- 
000 tons last year from 121,000 
acres. Table grapes were 300,000 
tons from 104,000 acres. Raisin 
grapes averaged 1200 pounds of 
dried raisins per acre from the 
297,000 acres listed. This made 
a total production of 180,000 tons 
or much less. than in 1923. Ton- 
nage of raisin grapes shipped 
fresh this season was 180,000 or 
50,000 tons more than during 1923. 

When’ growers and_ shippers 
early in the season predicted 2 
crop of only 30,000 to 45,000 cars 
at the outside they were correct 
in their figures. The influx of 
raisin grapes shipped fresh 
brought the season’s total to about

the same as 1923. In former years 
all of this fruit was dried and 
when the demane for raisins gets 
back to normal this tonnage will 
again go into the dried column. 

The strong point brought out 
in the report is that f.o.b. sales 
brought the growers best aver- 
ages. General prices were higher 
the past seagon than in 1923.

Tells Paving Plans 

Plans for an extensive paving | 
program during the coming year | 
were outlined yesterday afternoon 
by O. S. Roen, city service man- 
ager, in an interesting talk on 
“Streets” before ‘members of the 
Ontario Realty Board at their 
weekly luncheon at the Hotpoint 
Club. = 
. The speaker told of plans for 
the paying of Mountain and Mag- 
nolia.. Avenues, which are to be 
connected as one} street and for 
which the county board of super- 
visors has agreed to appropriate 
$25,000 to handle the storm drain 
situation below the city. Plans 
are also going: forward for the 
paving of Sultana Avenue with 
asphaltic concrete. and for Bon 
View Avenue between Ontario 
Boulevard and the south city lim- 
its with macadam. The paving of 
Mountain-Magnolia Avenue will 
probably .be of asphaltic con- 
| crete, and will cover a distance 
of 4% miles from city limit to 
city limit. x 

For streets in the residential 
| district, Mr. Roen recommended a 
three or four-inch macadam pav- 
ne on a compact sub-base,  to- 
gether with concrete curbs and 
gutters, stating that nearly two 
miles of this type of paving had 
been laid in Ontario during the 
past year at an approximate total 
cost to the property owner of 
$1.60 per lineal foot. The speaker 
declared’ that much attention 
should be given to the proper 
paving of streets in new subdivi- 
sions and called upon the realty 
men to aid in bringing this about 
and to see that subdivisions are 
properly platted and accepted by 
the city instead of being sold by 
metes and bounds. 

The speaker also touched on the 
advantage of uniform street tree 
planting and of the great value 
of ornamental eléctroliers. 

In closing, Mr.. Roen recounted 
{the fact that ‘some ten “dips” 
Ihave been removed from the pav- 
ing at city street intersections 
during the past year and added 
that more are to be eliminated. 
He touched upon the necessity of 
improving the pavement on-West 
A Street at a cost of $10,000 in 
the near future, and told of a 
program for grading and rolling 
a large number of dirt streets in 
the southeastern section of the 
city.
